Dr. George Uhl City Health Officer Los Angeles, 
has issued the following report health conditions 
Los Angeles during 1944: 


1944’s end, Los Angeles was runninga tempera- 
ture, but could hardly said have had high- 
grade fever. The city had passed its third war year 
bulging with over-crowded population, and had 
been hit few wartime diseases, none which 
reached epidemic proportions. Its health, while good, 
was far from perfect. 

again, with extraordinary cooperation from 
the community, major emergencies had been 
averted. For need which the Public Health 
Service said was $2,000,000, the city had frugally spent 
$900,000. needed tackle problems 
were equipment, facilities, and personnel. 

city had closed its purse many exigencies, 
but for every Health Department dollar spent had 
driven good bargain. managed keep its milk 
supply pure through inspections ‘in 1,400 dairies and 
milk stations far 300 miles from Los Angeles. 
maintained safe conduct for food 8,000 bakeries, 
dairies, restaurants, and 3,000 markets. kept 
watchful eye health conditions 900 industries, 
15,000 hotels and apartments, 4,000 barber shops and 
miscellaneous businesses, and 100 poultry and rabbit 
abattoirs. pushed some diseases downward and 
kept others from skyrocketing making 85,000 home 
ealls, giving 300,000 treatments, and having full 
eration from the medical profession. 

all this, the department placed its 426 em- 
ployees where they could least spared, dropped less 
pressing issues, asked and got public support. 
Angeles’ aches were familiar ones. 

1944, tuberculosis, with 966 deaths, was 
second only accidents the toll human life under 
years age, but its mortality rate had dropped 
two-thirds the last quarter century. Meanwhile, 
although operating one the largest ambulatory

born advances, the most serious threat coming from 
diphtheria, which struck more victims and took more 
lives Los Angeles than any other large American 
city. Its 330 cases and deaths had reached what 
hoped the wave that started 1942, 
when war crowding began revive the disease after 
had almost been obliterated here. The department 
undertook educational campaign, in- 
ereased immunizations per cent per cent 
throw barrier that may turn the tide 1945. 

other diseases continued decline. 1944 
the fifth conseeutive year without case smallpox, 
and typhoid remained grey shadow its past 
formidable self. human rabies were re- 
and the trial operation the 90-day leash law, 
which dog bites dropped per cent and animal 
rabies fell per cent, demonstrated that the present 
permanent law held much promise for 1945 and fol- 
lowing. 

population rats shrank considerably, but 
estimated remain above 1,000,000. The city could 
take comfort from the fact that its rats had average 
only two fleas each, whereas the danger signal 
four. The department trapped rats throughout the 
city, dissected 12,000 make certain that none were 
Greatest liope came from 1944’s 
which required shelter de- 
struction, blockade, starvation, and poison for this 
most expensive parasite man. 

space for the human population was 
crammed, but less than 1943. Greatest over-con- 
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centration was single hotel rooms used family 
residences; from these, and other makeshift dwellings 
lacking the bare essentials housing sanitation, the 
department evicted 700 families. 

record year for restaurant sanitation-enforce- 
ment, the department closed 134 extremely unclean 
eating places, formally heard operators 1,600 
others, took legal action that brought 157 
education programs, the 
department gave courses food 1,000 food 
handlers. Through these measures, and with the 
assistance the restaurant industry, food poisonings 
ran per cent below the five-year average. 

beginning mosquito control, the depart- 
ment collected and 11,000 larvae, identified 
and mapped species, found only one serious malaria 
victor, but many that might carry encephalomyelitis. 
Twenty-two known breeding areas were completely 
wiped out and others were under temporary 
control. 

and disease still held depressing hand 
the life-span Los Angeles’ people, but the aver- 
age age death crept days during 1944 
reach 58.31 years. More dollars for health

Service has indicated that they may request the 
withdrawal fellowship applications nurses. 
Men—Men may apply for fellowships the present 
time. If, however, June the War Manpower 
Commission finds necessary eliminate certain 
classifications from eligibility, their applications 

will have withdrawn. 


Employees State and local health departments— 
These fellowships are not available employees 
health departments, State local, because the 
States desire they may pay for the training 
their own personnel the Schools Public 
Health.

BEACH QUARANTINE CONTINUED 


State enforcement the quarantine Los Angeles 
beaches Santa Monica Bay will intensified with 
the opening the summer recreation season. 

Four State officers will assigned June Ist the 
Los Angeles city and county health departments, 
said, help inspectors enforce the quarantine 
excluding persons from the miles sewage-polluted 
beaches which constitute the greater portion the 
beaches Santa Monica Bay and are the beaches most 
accessible the people Los Angeles. 

Extensive surveys have shown that the beaches from 
Redondo Beach Santa Monica are polluted the 
sewage Los Angeles city. The State’s quarantine 
can not lifted, until Los Angeles city makes such 
radical improvements its sewage disposal system 
Hyperion are provided for the $10,000,000 bond 
issue voted the citizens Los Angeles 
April 3d. 

Nowhere California does sewage disposal affect the 
lives and recreation many people Los Angeles. 
Twenty million people frequented these beaches an- 
nually until their use was banned the State. 

The money now spent Los Angeles people reach 
the more distant, uncontaminated beaches would pay 
off the whole sewer bond issue less than four years, 
the State Department Public Health estimated from 
its 1942-43 studies the use these beaches. 

Review the specifications for the proposed sewage 
disposal project Hyperion, soon the $10,000,000 
bond issue voted April assures its con- 
struction, has been requested the City Los Angeles. 

Before constructing sanitation projects, all cities 
must obtain permission from the State Board Public 
Health, pointed out, order insure that the 
projects will meet the standards set the board under 
the State Health and Safety Code.

make available these groups facilities that would 
not otherwise available.

HOW REPORT SEROLOGICAL TESTS 


Development rapid treatment for syphilis and 
increased reliance serological tests indication 
progress and cure the disease have resulted 


greater demands for quantitative serologic determina- 
tions. Opinion has been expressed from various sources 
regarding the desirability uniform reporting pro- 


cedure. For this reason the State Laboratory has 
adopted the following system (based that devised 
Kahn for Quantitative Kahn Tests) for the dilution 
serums and spinal fluids which quantative determi- 
nations are made and for reporting results the 
quantitative Kolmer technique. This system report- 
ing can adapted any quantative serologic test. 

the ease blood, 0.2 ee. used the first dilution 
tube and serial two-fold dilutions are made 
ing tubes. the case spinal 0.5 ce. used 
the first tube and diluted for blood. Ordinarily six 
dilutions are made the case blood tests and five 
for spinal fluids, but further dilutions are often neces- 
sary determine the end point the titre. 

The results the tests are reported follows: The 
serial dilutions are listed 16, 32, etc. and below 
each figure the reading the corresponding tube 
indicated. The titre then expressed units which 
are determined the following formula: S=4D, 
being the potency the serum and the highest dilu- 
tion giving plus reaction. One plus and plus 
minus readings are considered negative. the speci- 
men positive the undiluted state only, the number 
units equal the plus reading the test; 


order obtain uniform system reporting, 
recommended that this procedure adopted all 
laboratories reporting quantative serologic tests. 
Details Kahn’s procedure can obtained pages 
Kahn, Williams Wilkins Co., publishers, 1928.

RABID GOAT WITH LONG INCUBATION 
PERIOD 

Bitten the nose, ear, neck and hind leg February 
1945, fierce battle with spitz dog later found 
laboratory-positive for rabies, goat Los Angeles 
showed signs rabies until March 15th— 
incubation period days. 

The owner the goat, after the dog had been proved 
rabid, decided keep the animal for its milk, rather 
than destroy had been suggested the Los 
Angeles health department. Weekly observations 
were made the animal for days after its fracas 
with the dog, following these visits with semiweekly 
trips after the period had passed. the 
forty-second day, the goat began attack every 
moving object its sight, from blades grass its 
pen moving spectators outside the pen, rebounding 
from the fence shrieking and leaping charge 
again. 

The animal being too wild for one person handle, 
the Los Angeles Humane Department was for 
aid. Even with the assistance the humane officer, 
was impossible restrain the goat, the decision 
was made shoot it. The humane officer entered 
the pen, was immediately attacked, and discharged 
both barrels his shot-gun the goat, blowing off 
its head. While was impossible gather enough 
brain matter for laboratory examination, there 
question the goat’s with rabies. 


STATE FREE EPIDEMICS DISEASE 


There were communicable 
situations California during Mareh. Because 
the prevalence chickenpox, several cases suspected 
smallpox were reported. Upon investigation, all 
them proved chickenpox. During the month, 
chickenpox, measles, mumps, and fever were 
the most prevalent the common communicable 
diseases. There were but cases diptheria reported 
throughout the State during March, and only seven 
epidemic poliomyelitis. Typhoid fever reached 
low point with only four reported during March.

MUSSEL QUARANTINE ORDER ISSUED 


quarantine hereby established all mussels 
from the ocean shore California extending from the 
California-Oregon boundary south the California- 
Mexico boundary, the Bay San Francisco, 
prohibiting the taking, sale offering for sale, 
mussels from this designated area, except that 
permission granted take mussels for use fish 
bait, provided such mussels shall rendered unfit for 
food purposes processing with salt and provided 
further that the containers which these processed 
mussels are placed, shall adequately labeled bold- 
faced type letters least one-half inch height, 
follows: 
Fish Bait Only—Unfit for Human 


All health officers and food inspectors are hereby 
instructed the provisions this quarantine 
order which shall effective from May October 
31, 1945. established for the preservation the 
public health and addition those regulations 
establishing permanent quarantines shell fish be- 
sewage pollution. 

The health officers the coastal and bay counties are 
instructed post suitable placards conspicuous 
places advising the this quarantine.

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HEALTH EDUCATION 1873 


his report the Governor, July 1873, Dr. 
Thomas Logan, Secretary the California State 
Board Health, made the following statement rela- 
tive health education which shows early-day 
appreciation this important activity 


its practical application communities, sani- 
tary science this, every other particular, has 
the same difficulties overcome here, has encoun- 
tered everywhere. Restriction long established 
habits life and business are submitted slowly 
and with much reluctance. Personal convenience 
rises antagonism the which requires 
each member society yield something individual 
comfort for the general good. The people require 
educated such necessity, and the importance 
the sacrifice their own convenience personal 
interest. They are learn that the record proof 
the birth, marriage, death any person, 
all persons, may become great importance from 
legal standpoint; that the statistics derived there- 
from furnish sure index the prosperity the State 
the number births and marriages; that they 
supply data upon which governments, communities, 
and life may base their action; and that 
they furnish knowledge unfavorable locations and 
conditions, which, when known, may avoided, and 
the struggle for life thereby rendered easier and more 
certain success. melancholy fact that this 
knowledge, such great import and utility, never 
reaches the great mass mankind. There too 
general ignorance the fact that those who are, 
who act nearest harmony with the conditions 
which they are placed, control them the best, live 
the healthiest and happiest lives, and that the greatest 
amount sickness, suffering, and death the portion 
those who disregard the laws nature and not 
live harmony with their surroundings. Thus 
seems true, now ever, that the people die for lack 
knowledge, and the question itself upon us: 
How can justice ourselves, our office, and 
the community, unless speak out strongly and con- 
tinuously until are heard and heeded? Being only 
advisory, and not executive arm the State, 
the most that can make 
the Legislature, and teach the people that there 
way life, and that those who seek may find it. 
This have done and will continue means 
our reports, lectures, and other publications, espe- 
cially times impending danger from epidemic 
visitations. 

another medium which such teaching 
has been conveyed, and that through the medical 
profession, which has almost exclusive possession 
the information which refer, whether philo- 
sophical knowledge the causes disease and death, 
simply empirical knowledge prevention and cure, 
gained either the accumulated experience gener- 
ation after generation, the patient investigations 
explorers. Through the liberality and 
enlightened foresight our Legislature, the infor- 
mation from this source annually spread out the 


pages the transactions our State Medical Society, 
the expense the State, and thus made accessible 
all who wish avail themselves it. 

are also other measures, which can only 
suggest, and which remains for our legislators 
would instance, particularly, the imposi- 
tion compulsory penalties and fines. Besides these, 
there still another instrumentality, means 
which the leading scientists Great Britain have 
lately done much. refer their efforts the 
direction science teaching schools. Through the 
Board Regents our State University, the State 
Board Education, and the numerous city and county 
school boards, there offered grand field for just 
such efforts turning the direction the vast 
rent study among the young both sexes, towards 
that knowledge which tends directly the preserva- 
tion life, and which is, therefore, worthy far 
higher consideration than that which tends simply 
the adornment society. affords unqualified 
satisfaction able state, that compliance with 
the expressed wishes the indefatigable President 
our State University, the Regents have taken the initi- 
ative, not only establishing professorship sani- 
tary science the curriculum the medical depart- 
ment, but also purpose making part this profes- 
sorship give such instruction the students 
the academic department, that every graduating 
class can out propertly informed the great art 
preserving the individual and the health. 
remains for our city and county educational boards 
follow this praiseworthy example. 

there are found many, among the 
well-informed members the medical profession, 
throughout the State, and looked 
wherever there cluster people intent upon edu- 
eating their children, who would cheerfully cooperate 
any scheme that may devised for the dissemina- 
tion the knowledge they possess the prevention 
disease and death, which the people have 
ception whatever. common regard for the interests 
mankind demand them. 

what does our present civilization 
differ from the less enlightened state past ages? 
not our more perfect adaptation and 
over our own surroundings, and not still further 
advance rendered possible the increased knowledge 
the laws which govern them? obedience 
these laws, man but placing himself harmony with 
those nature, where the reign law 
and, all man’s command—all his powers over the 
nature—are embraced his knowledge 
law, so, when works harmony with it, are those 
his servants, and when does not work 
harmony with law, are they terrible and destructive 
masters. The people need know all this; they 
need know that the teachings modern science 
show that disease not thing entity, formerly 
believed, come arbitrarily, special visitation 
overruling power, but state modification 
health, perverted physiological process. the 
charlatan, disease set symptoms attacked 
variety drugs—a drug for each but 
the enlightened physician is, reality, but the 
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course nature living thing, which not health. 
health, the balance functions even; incline 
either side, and there disease. That being so, 
just the life process constitutes individual, and 
puts him apart from his fellows, must any alteration 
individual, and not general. Such are the 
modern ideas the nature disease, and the people 
need know that these advances our knowledge 
have ever been made the labor men devoted 
science and the search truth for its own sake; and 
that when ask our legislators for laws, and the 
enforcement those laws, enable give the 
people, whose interest they represent, positive infor- 
mation, based-upon demonstrative truth concerning 
self-preservation, and the measures enumerated the 
schedule subjects embraced the code public 
health, ask behalf the masses, and not 
because essential either our own safety 
emolument.’’ 


TUBERCULOSIS STATE HOSPITALS 


total 3,588 patients Napa State Hospital 
have been X-rayed for tuberculosis. these, 186 
(5.2 per cent) had findings consistent with definite 
pulmonary tuberculosis. These may classified 
minimal, moderately advanced, and far 
advanced. These figures indicate abnormally high 
percentage frank open cases 
addition the patients with definite evidence tuber- 
there were 141 (3.9 per cent) with findings 
suspicious pulmonary tuberculosis, (1.2 per cent) 
with pleurisy thickened pleura, and (1.5 per cent) 
with abnormal and conditions. The 
survey has served reveal the extent the tuber- 
culosis problem this hospital.

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HAZARD LEAD EXPOSURE 


study was made plant during the month which 
manufactures lead dust. The lead dust used the 
manufacture special training projectile for small 
guns. The lead mixed with plastic small 
percentage. When these projectiles strike the proper 
type target, they disintegrate dust the force 
impact. This so-called frangible bullet has remark- 
able possibilities for training purposes. For training 
aircraft gunners the use this projectile, the guns 
actually fired, since will not penetrate the 
plane but will.disintegrate. 

The lead powder produced blowing molten lead 
with compressed air into suction chamber from which 
cyclone dust collector and bag 
filter. Lead powder dropped into hopper below the 
dust collector and passed over agitated 
and thence into metal drums which 
shipped. 

all parts the plant, exposures were above the 
recommended safe limit. most locations, the con- 
centrations were many times the safe limit.
